President of Tralnmen Speaks in Faver
of the Freedom of Laber.

INDIANAPOLLS, Sept. 8.—In a speech here
this morning, W. G. Lee, national presi-
dent of the Brotherhood of Railway
Trainmen, spoke in favor of the open shop
as applied to labor and explained that
there was no closed shop arrangement
in existence in the organization of rail-
road men.

Benjamin R. Rose Fouand Dead and Nearty
Decapitated.

Benjamin R. Rose, a salesman, about
55 years old, who for the last four months
had been living at 411 West Twenty-third
street, was found dead in his room on
the third floor yesterday noon. He had
been nearly decapitated and there were
stah wounds on his hands and legs. The
appearance of the room seemed to point
to a severe struggle.

Secretary Arranges for an Fxtended In-
terview With Mr. Taft and Will Prob-
ably Present His Case en Wednesday
—President Attends & Horse Show.

BeveErLY, Sept. 8.—The developments
in the Ballinger-Pinchot disturbance
which were expected to emanate from
Beverly to-day didn't come. Mr. Bal-
inger got here all right with two port-
folios stuffed full of doouments and a
secretary to carry thern, but he didn't
have to draw them. out during an
interview with the President, for the
talk that passed betwen them was of the
sort that passes over the luncheon table
and is tossed to and fro at the side lines
of a horse show.

Inasmuch as there was not a good chance
for Mr. Ballinger to tell the President
those things which he had ocome from
Seattle to tell, he is going to be in this
neighborhood, according to the plans
he outlined to-day, for two or three days.

This evening he was down at the Taft
cottage for a preliminary conversation
preparatory to the more extended inter-
views of the next two days.

TheSecretary expects to stay in Boston
during this time and his mind is appar-
ently made up to remain within striking
distance of the Taft cottage until he gets
the kind of a chance to talk things over
that he is looking for.

From the outlook now it appears tha
this opportunity will come Wednesday
at the earliest. It may be that Mr. Taft
will return from Brookline to-morrow,
where he is going to spend a play day
with the 200 Yale Club menlof Boston in
their annual foregathering, in time to meet
the Secretary late im the afternoon. Pos-
sibly Mr. Ballinger will join him at the
country club in Brookline and drive back
to Beverly in the President's car. If he
does it won't be the first time that Mr.
Taft has made use of his motoring mo-
ments for interview purposes.

CLYDE FITCH'S LAST DAYS.

Playwright Was Capl and Brave te the
End, Although Suffering Severely.
Special Cable Despatch to ‘THR SUN.

Panis, Sept. 8.—Eugene Gauthier, who
was the late Clyde Fitoh's companion
on his motor car journey, telegraphs that

Fitch arrived at Chalons on August 28,
motoring through Austria and
Germany, apparently in good health.
' He was taken during the night with an
lattack of appendiocitis so acute that it
was impossible to remove him to Paris.
The fever continued very high through-
out Monday and until y morning,
but abated toward night. M. Gauthier's
telegram continues:

“The two physicians who were in charge
of the case decided that there ought to
be an operation, but I insisted on having
a third opinion. With that end in view
I telephoned to a surgeon in Paris, who
reached us at half past 11. There was a
consultation and all a that an im-
mediate operation offered the only chanoe,
and that a slight one, to save the patient's
life.

“Fiteh showed admirable courage. His
mind was clear every rhinute, even im-
mediately after the operation on Wednes-
day. His condition was very bad on
Thursday night, but there was an im-
provement on Friday, and that night the
Paris surgdon went home. The situation
seemed rather more hopeful on Saturday
morning, but Fitoh's strength gave way,
and he entered upon the final agony at
8 o'clock in the afternoon. He died at
half past 0 after terrible suffering.”

CHOLERA PRECAUTIONS.

PerLaaM Manor, N. Y., Sept.

Henry Claussen, mu-
sician, 42 years old, of 319 East Seventh
street, was injured internally and taken
to Mount Vermon Hospital. Siandy B.
